House and senate tried today for 
a quick compromise over the $200,- 
000,000 difference

Both Same Idea 
Both measures point in the same 
direction—continuation of the Eu­ 
ropean Recovery program for an­ 
other 15 months, until J une 30, 1950. 
The cash brill have to come along 
later in a separate appropriation 
bill.

ministration, which runs the recov­ 
ery program, asked for a $ 
5,580.000,- 
000 for the next year, and contract 
ate voted: $ 1,150 .000.000 of it to tide 
ECA over until J une 30, $4,280,000,- 
000 for the nexxt year, and contract 
authority up to $150,000,000. 
The house kept the $*.280,000,000 
for next year intact. But it denied 
the contract authority, and it cut 
$50.000.000 from the fund for the 
remainder of this fiscal year.

in private aid. Under it, the gov­ 
ernment would grant private busi­ 
ness certain guarantees up to that 
figure for investing in European re­ 
covery projects.

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OHIO HOUSE OK'S 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
HEALING CHARGES

The first bill ever passed by the 
house to allow Christian Science 
healers to charge for their services 
reaches the senate today for a 
stormy test.

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The moon made astronomical his­ 
tory last night. 
It disappeared—for an hour. 
Scientists said the “ black eclipse” 
was the first one like it here to 
more than 100 years. 
The event also chalked up another 
20th-Century milestone — the ad­ 
vent of drawing room sky-gazing. 
Some people in Salem were able 
to see a partial stage in the eclipse. 
At about 10:20 p. m. Tuesday, when 
the moon was almost completely 
blocked off from 
the sun, it was 
visible in Salqm, despite a cloudy 
night. Many people, however, re­ 
ported they could not see the spec­ 
tacle because of the clouds. 
The solar spectacle was piped 
into thousands of homes via televi­ 
sion. 
It appeared on screens in bars and 
taverns too, and touched off gripes 
by those who preferred their cus­ 
tomary boxing and wrestling pro­ 
grams. 
“ It ain’t proper.” said one Times 
Square bar patron. 
“ If 
anybody 
wants to see the moon, he ought 
to go outdoors.” 
That’s what many did. 
The top of Empire State building 
was jammed as the moon slid into 
the shadow of the earth, and grad­ 
ually became invisible. 
Others stood In the streets and on 
doorsteps to watch the show. 
The phenomenon could be seen on 
half the earth’s surface—wherever 
it was night at the time it occurred. 
Authorities at Hayden Planetar­ 
ium said that, as viewed in New 
York, the moon 
was 
completely 
blacked out, whereas Ur a normal 
full eclipse it shines with a dull red 
glow. 
The last time a “ black eclipse” 
took place was in 1844, the plane­ 
tarium said. There have been sev­ 
eral full eclipses of the moon since 
then, the last one in 1945, but none 
of them black. 
In a normal eclipse, the earth is 
squarely between the moon and the 
sun. But while the moon is in a 
shadow, it retains a dull glow from 
sun rays that

In helping to make a 
diagno sis, it has been suggested by 
Dr. Edward P. Burch, o f Minneapo ­ 
lis, that adrenalin chlo ride fce dro p­ 
ped into the eye. This will cause a 
redu ctio n o f the co njunctivitis Im­ 
mediately. bu t will have no effect 
o n the inflammatio n caused by Irit­ 
is, o r inflammatio n o f the co lo red 
part o f the eye, o r glauco ma. 
In 
the latter co nditio n, there 1« in­ 
creased pressure o f the fluid in the 
eyeball. 
Co nju nctivitis usually causes o nly 
slight disco mfo rt 
The patient feel» 
as tho u gh there Is so mething to hi* 
eye. 
Usually there la so me dis­ 
charge present. Examinatio n under 
the micro sco pe will sho w the type 
o f infectio n present so that the 
pro per type o f treatment may be 
utilized, such as antiseptic prepara­ 
tio ns o r the sulfo namide drugs. 
Iritis is exceedingly painful. The 
co lo red part o f the eye beco mes dull 
and the pupil may be irregu lar in 
shape. 
Glauco ma alre pro duces severe 
pain. The pupil may be larger than 
no rmal o r o val shaped, the visio n to 
nterfered with, and rainbo ws are 
seen aro u nd lights.

This is kno wn as u lcerative kerati­ 
tis.

Massillon’s Gen. Coxey 
To Mark Anniversary March 


MASSIUON, April 13 — (UP) — 
•‘General** Jacob S. Ooxey, who or­ 
ganized and led the famous ’ Coxey*« 
Army" on its march to Washington 
in 1884. will observe his 95th birth­ 
day anniversary at hie home here, 
Saturday. 
On the following day. Easier Sun­ 
day, Ooxey and historian« will cele­ 
brate the 88th anniversary of the 
atari of his memorable march on 
the nation's capital. 
Coxey. still in good health and ac­ 
tive, attracted national fame during 
the great depression of 1803 when 
he proposed the printing of money 
to put th** unemployed at work on 
a national road improvement pro­ 
gram. To advance his plan, he or­ 
ganised his "army" and on Easter 
Sunday. 1894, began the march on 
WaslUngton. 
By the time the group reached 
nearby Canton, 74 men wers in line. 
More and more persons Joined the 
marchers as they made their way 
toward the U. 
b \ capital, and by 
the time the group reached Wash­ 
ington, May I, 1884. the “army" 
numbered an estimated 4.000 men. 
Coxey attempted to speak, but a 
large force of police broke up the 
gathering 
Coxey was fined 85 and 
sentenced to 80 days in jail for 
we Iking on the grass. The "army" 
disbanded and the cause was loat 
temporarily. 
* 
Led Second Army 
In 1914 Coxey led a second, but 
smaller "army" in automobiles to 
Washington and spoke from 
the 
Capitol steps. 
A bill embodying Coxey's plan 
was introduced tn congress In 1939, 
but It got no further than the head­ 
ing room, of the sub-committee of 
the currency and banking commit- 
t*« 
in 19*3 Ooxry conferred with 
President-elect Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt on a plan for issuing non-inter­ 
est bearing bonds. 
Using his mm-Interest bond as a 
platform, Coxey campaigned 
for 
numerous political offices ranging 
from municipal posts up to congres­ 
sional, gubernatorial, senatorial and 
even to presidential positions. 
He 
was candidate for President of the 
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United States in 1933 on the Farm- 
Labor ticket. 
With undaunted devotion, Coxey 
believed hi* plan would “free 110.- 
000,000 human chattel« from the 
slavery of usury,*’ 
His plan, as he explained it, was 
this: 
“Write a bill and have it Intro­ 
duced in congress, permitting state» , 
counties, townships, cities and vil­ 
lages to deposit non.-interest bear­ 
ing bonds, running 35 years, with 
the secretary of the treasury; the 
amount of the bonds would not ex­ 
ceed one-half of the assessed value 
of the property of the political sub- 
division, and the Issue mould be re­ 
tired at the rate of four percent 
annually. 
“Then, have the secretary of th» 
treasury give in return for sucn 
bonds, notes In the denominations 
of 81. 83 and $5 each-legal money— 
and make the notes a full legal 
tender for all debts, public and pri­ 
vate," 
• 
No One Out 
No one would lose a cent, Coxey 
explained.. The bonds would 
be 
paid in 35 years by a small tax on 
property, 
and 
the 
notes 
Issued 
against them would be sent back to 
the U.8. treasury and withdrawn 
from circulation. 
At various times. Coxey prospered 
with • his quarry, a breeding farm 
in 
Kentucky, 
arsenic mines 
in 
West Virginia and his promotion of 
a steam turbine and a life preserv­ 
er. He was reputed to have 83,000,- 
000 in 1933. 
Most of hi» mouev. 
however, went beck Into his cam­ 
paigning for his plan. 
Coxey was bom in a log cabin In 
Selinsgrove, Pa., April 16, 1854. He 
left school at the ago of 15 and went 
to work In a steel mill. 
It was 
then. Coxey said, he begen reading 
and thinking about the fallacies of 
a money system whioh permitted 
economic depressions. 
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Worlds First Mint 
The first mint probably was es­ 
tablished in Lydia, a district of Asia 
Mlndr, toward the end of the eighth 
century. B. C. Here the coining of 
gold, silver and elect rum. an alloy 
of gold and silver, was carried on.

FARM NEWS 


Columbiana county is now in the 
q uarantined area for Bangs dis­ 
ease in cattle, according to a regu­ 
lation issued by Dr. H. G. Geyer, 
state veterinarian, and Dr. R. L. 
Knudson, veterinarian in charge of 
the United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry a t Oolumbus. 
The regulation was Issued March 
21 and was forwarded to livestock 
dealers, 
veterinarians, community 
sale operators and to sheriffs and 
constables. 
The q uarantined areas 
apply to the counties in which test­ 
ing for Bangs disease is in progress 
or has been completed under the 
area plan of control. 
Use of the q uarantine is intended 
as a benefit and protection to those 
herd owners who are cooperating in 
the program for the eradication of 
Bangs disease 
(Brucellosis). The 
regulations provide that all cattle 
which may be used for dairy and 
breeding purposes, except those for 
immediate slaughter, when brought 
into the q uarantined area must 
either be from an accredited area 
or an accredited herd or must have 
had a negative test within 30 days 
prior to entry. 
In the latter case, 
such cattle must be k ept separate 
from other cattle and be retested in 
30 or 60 days after entry. 
Fifteen Ohio counties are included 
in the q uarantine areas. Columbi­ 
ana being the only one in northeast 
Ohio.

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RIGHTS OF WOMEN 
MAY BE GRANTED 
BY INDIA RULE 


-NEW 
DELHI. April 13—(A P )- 
India’s 150 million Hindu women 
soon may receive some of the rights 
which their western 
sisters 
long 
have tak en for granted. 
A bill recently presented to the 
legislative assembly by Law Minis­ 
ter B. R. Ambedk ar would change 
oenturies-old Hindu customs. 
It insists on monogamy. 
Hindu 
husbands now may marry as many 
wives as they wish. 
It confers the right of divorce. 
Until now Hindu marriage has been 
indissoluble legally. 
For the first time a woman may 
share in her father’s property. Pres­ 
ent Hindu law provides that sons 
share their father’s estate. 
The new bill would reverse another 
ancient law by mak ing the mother, 
and not the father, heir to an un­ 
married son’s property. 
It would give the Hindu woman 
full control over property she In­ 
herits. She now may use the income 
from inherited estates but must 
hold the principal for male heirs, 
usually her own sons or her hus­ 
band’s brothers. 
The measure also preserves • the 
woman’s dowry for herself. At p res­ 
ent the dowry, given by a bride's 
parents, comes under the full con- 
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trol of the husband who may spend 
it as he wishes.. 
ITie bill has been in the mak ing 
since 1941 and is based on the find­ 
ings of a select committee which 
toured the country recording ail 
shades of religious opinion. 
Introducing it in the assembly, 
Ambedk ar referred to It as “noth­ 
ing more than repairing the dilapi­ 


dated p arts of Hindu society. 
Opponents condemned the bill « is 
“repugnant to Hindu culture and 
traditions.” Placards hay* appeared 
on walls attack ing the measure as 
an infringement of personal and 
religious liberties. 
Sk eptics argue that the customs 
which the bill seek s to change, some 
dating back three thousand years,
